Applicants wish to express their sincere appreciation for the time that Examiner Syed 
spent with AppHcants' undersigned Agent and Attorney during a telephone discussion on July 
14, 2005, regarding the outstanding Office Action. In the telephone conversation, no exhibits 
were discussed, and claim 1 was discussed with reference to Hayes (U.S. Patent No. 6,339,826) 
In this regard. Applicants' Agent and Attomey suggested that a context switch described in 
Hayes doQS not constitute a "request for activating an original state of a security profile for a 
user," as described by claim 1 . Further, various possible language for amending claim 1 to put 
this claim in a condition for allowance was also discussed, but no agreement was reached.
